Mount Prospect, Harold C. Braun, 55, of 
Rosclle. Carroll llaskcw, 154, of Chicago, 
who died at his daughter's Schaumburg 
home, and Anthony W. Dnbrowski, 61, of 
Chicago, who was found in a snowbank 
outside a plant in Nllcs 


Wheeling police said the Todavcliick 


boy was found by a neighbor at 4:30 a.m. 
in deep snow In the boy's front yard at 
301 E Highland Avc. Police and para- 
medics rushed the boy to Holy Family 
Hospital, DCS Plalncs, whete he \vus pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at 5:15 a.m. 


Police LI. Thomas Contc said it was 


not known whether the boy was dead 
when found or if ho died en route to the 
hospital. Hospital officials said the cause 
of death was exposure, but a County 
Coroner's inquest has been scheduled, 
police said. 


Nicholas apparently went outside while 


three other children slept, police said 
The boy's parents were not at home at 
the time, they said. 


THE NEIGHBOR. Calvin J. Mara, 383 


Highland Avc, found the boy by follow- 
ing his footprints in the snow after Nich- 
olas' 11-year-old brother and two friends 


called Mara for help. Mara took the boy 
inside stripped him of his wet pajamas 
and wrapped him in a blanket, police 
said. 


Contc said the dead boy's brother 


checked on Nicholas at 1:30 a.m. and the 
boy was asleep in his bed. The brother 
and friends found the boy missing when 
they awoke at 4:20 am., looking for 
blankets, police said. It is not known how 
long the dead boy was outside in the 
snow. 


Police said the boy's father, Wasil B 


Todavcliick, had left the house at 8:30 


p m. Wednesday to work on a snow re- 
moval crew at O'Hare Airport. The boy's 
mother was in Florida with her daughter 
to meet the Wheeling High School base- 
ball team, police said. 


Contc said a pair of snowmobile boots 


belonging to one of the boys staying at 
the Todavchick home were found outside 
in the snow. He said the boots were in- 
doors when the older boys went to bed. 


THE BOY'S BROTHER theorized that 


Nicholas went outside after seeing snow- 
plows pass the house and wasn't able to

The drive cast along Intcrstatc-90, usu- 


ally a 25-mlnutc hop from Arlington 
Heights to Elmhurst, was a nine-hour 
nightmare Wednesday night. 


Hundreds of cars were stranded along 


the 12-mile stretch of road. Jack-knifed 
trucks, abandoned vehicles and barn- 


cade-like snowdrifts brought traffic be- 
tween the Lake Street exit south of 
Schaumburg and III. Etc. 83 near Elm- 
hurst to a standstill by 10 p m. 


Signs of a trouble-filled trip appeared 


early In the commuter-rush home. By 5 
p m., 1-90 near the Woodfield Shopping 
Center was an unplowcd rut that guided 
the southbound flow of bumper-to-bump- 
cr traffic. 


Escape from the snow-swept 1-90 be- 


came impossible. Southbound exit ramps 
which arc graded into an uphill climb, 
were in worse condition than the high- 
way as motorists spun Into the steep side 


embankments while seeking refuge on 
side roads 


THE GIANT curve that swings 1-90 


from south to castbound was nearly cut 
off at 7 p.m. by cars and trucks which 
slid out of control on its icy surface. 


Eastbound 1-90 was a standstill as the 


dinner-hour passed The only way to 
move was to plow along the shoulders of 
the road, which turned 1-90 from a nor- 
mal two-lane expressway into a four-lane 
parking lot. 


Few drivers helped stranded motorists. 


The thought was to save gas, turn off car

Thu world's busiest airport opened a 


single runway late Thursday, sending 
hundreds of tired travelers on their way 
and allowing thousands more to begin 
planning their trips out of snowbound 
Chicago. 


Many of the stranded passengers spent 


more than 24 hours waiting in O'ilurc 
terminals as runways were painstakingly 
cleared of Wednesday night's 10-Inch 
snow. 


Some found u night's shelter in O'lliire- 


area hotels I hut were packed to over- 
flowing. Others were shuffled aboard 
snowbound jumbojcts where there was 
little else to do but settle back and enjoy 
dinner. 


The heavy, wet snow and whipping 


winds forced officials to close O'Harc at 
4:30 p m Wednesday. It was more than 
n day later before a single runway was 
open 


IN THE TERMINAL, passengers like 


Tom Hollls, a 21-year-old Navy seaman

SAN DIEGO. Calif. (UPI) - President 


Ford Thursday ordered all available U.S. 
Naval ships to stand off Indochina to do 
everything to assist refugees In the 
"great human tragedy" In progress 
there. 


He also ordered giant C3 transports to 


fly to Saigon to pick up 2,000 South Viet- 
namese orphans and children already 
adopted by American families. 


Ford, at a news conference, said he 


had ordered the federal government to 
"cut red tape nml other bureaucratic ol>- 
staclos preventing these children from 
coming to the United States." 


"This is the least we can do. and we 


will do much, much more." 
Ford 


pledged. 


He also said he believes South Vietnam 


can survive the furious Communist on- 
slaught. 


"At the moment I do not anticipate the 


Tliieti overthrow 


fall of South Vietnam," Ford solemnly 
told a nationally broadcast and televised 
news conference. 


He expressed no such optimism about 


Cambodia, and: 


• Ruled out the reproduction of 


American military forces. 


• Urged allies not to fear the United 


States will ignore Its commitments. 


• Said he would let history and the 


American people Judge if a Democratic 
Congress was responsible for the "trage- 
dy unbelievable in its ramifications." 


• Accused Hanoi of "massively" vio- 


lating the Paris accord which led to 
America's withdrawal. 


Choosing his words with groat care, 


Ford spoke of the rapidly deteriorating 
Indochina situation for the first time 
since Communist forces took over IB of 
South Vietnam's 44 provinces and every 
major city north of Saigon. 


Large rebel force 
near Phnom Penh 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) - Government 


reinforcements Thursday halted a Com- 
munist rebel breakthrough less than five 
miles from Phnom Penh, but a large 
new insurgent force was reported con- 
verging on the danger point. 


Heavy fighting was reported continuing 


Thursday night in the penetration area 
on the capital's defense perimeter Just 
4.n miles north of the city. 


Despite the government containment of 


the Initial rebel push, another force o( 
about 2,000 Communist-led Insurgents, 
s-omc of them on bicycles, was reported 
moving Thursday toward the soft spot on 
the northern defense perimeter. 


O f f i c i a l sources said government 


troops, supported by helicopters and ar- 
mored personnel carriers, were pre- 
paring to drive into the sec-saw battle. 


Two planeloads of U.S. Embassy |>or- 


snnncl ami humanitarian workers, "mean- 
white, were ftawn to Bangkok Thursday 
after the embassy Wednesday decided to 
reduce its staff by about 13 per cent. 


At Phnom Penh's Pochentong airport, 


where the cvaucatlon planes were taking 
off, rebels shelled the airstrip with alwut 
"fi rockets, but the American supply air- 
lift to the isolated capital continued. 


Two Cambodian TZJ propcller-<lrlven 


bnmbrrs were hit by rockets and de- 
stroyed. The pilot on one of the Tats suf- 
fered a broken arm. The reinforcement 
activity by both insurgents ami the gov- 
ernment took place along a dike road 
directly north of Phnom Penh. 


Inside the capital, at least eight rounds 


of artillery and rockets fell, two in the 
vicinity of the U.S. Embassy. What ap- 
peared to be artillery shells fell Into the 
Tonte Sap river, less than 50 yards from 
the rivcrbank In the heart of the city. 


It was the second day In a row that 


Insurgents had tried to slicll the city 
from the east, whore they have recently 
made large gains on the east bank of the 
Mekong river. 


In Saigon, the South Vietnamese gov- 


ernment said early Friday 
it had 


smashed n plot by "short-sighted ele- 
ments" to overthrow President Nguyen 
Van Thicu and tiiat a number of military 
officers had been arrested. 


As the government reported the coup 


attempt, President Ford's envoy to South 
Vietnam left for Washington, pledging 
more U.S. aid. 


"The North Vietnamese army . . . can 


be defeated," said Gen. Frederick Wey- 
and. U.S. Army Chief of Staff. Ford 
sent Wcyand to South Vietnam to assess 
the military situation. 


Wcyand characterized the loss of 60 


per cent of South Vietnam over the last 
three weeks "A sound strategic action" 
by the Soutli Vietnamese army. 


Reports of tlic coup attempt followed 


incidents in which police fired over the 
heads of Cntliollc demonstrators demand- 
ing Thieu's ouster. Thicu has come under 
increasing criticism for his country's 
battlefield reversals. 


Fighting slackened Thursday with the 


North Vietnamese and Viet Cong appar- 
ently consolidating the vast territorial 
gains of their offensive in which they 
have swept down the coast against vir- 
tually no resistance. 


South Vietnamese troops witli orders to 


shout to kill turned back tens of thou- 
sands of refugees trying to enter Saigon 
after days and weeks on the road fleeing 
from Communist-held provinces to the 
north. 


Tens of thoasjinds or refugees and dis- 


nrganzled soldiers fleeing the capture of 
South Vietnam's coastal enclaves piled, 
up behind roadblocks around the capital 
causing more fear in Saigon than the 
Communists themselves.

Sadat seeks peace talk participants 


Egyptian President Anwar Sadat sent messages Thursday to the 


lop leaders of Britain, France, Yugoslavia and India stating Eg- 
ypt's desire that their countries participate in the Geneva Arab- 
Israeli peace conference, government sources said In Cairo. The 
messages were addressed to British Prime Minister Harold Wilson, 
French President Valcry Glscar d'Estaing, Yugoslav President Tito 
and Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. Sources said Sadat's 
messages explained that Egypt was anxious to avoid possible U.S.- 
Soviet polarization at Geneva which could wreck the conference. 


"I still think there's an opportunity to 


salvage the situation in Vietnam," Ford 
said, describing himself as an "optim- 
ist." 


Ford, asked if a Communist takeover 


of Soutli Vietnam would endanger U.S. 
national security, said: 


"At the moment I do not anticipate the 


fall of South Vietnam. And I greatly re- 
spect and admire the tremendous fight 
that the government and the people of 
Cambodia arc putting up against the in- 
surgents who are trying to take over ... 
I believe that In any case where the 
United States doesn't live up to its moral 
and treaty obligations, it can't help but 
have an adverse Impact on other allies 
we have around the world." 


"Let me say to our Western European 


allies — we're going to stand behind our 
commitments to NATO and we're going 


to stand behind our commitments to oth- 
er allies around the world. 


Ford announced the United States would 


accept 2,000 orphans and was exploring 
the possibility of welcoming other refu- 
gees. He appealed to the United Nations 
to help those who wanted to flee. 


Ford also refused to rule out the possi- 


bility of sending U.S. military forces into 
Saigon to pick up Americans if they be- 
come trapped there. He said he believed 
the new War Powers Act — limiting 
what a President can do militarily with- 
out a declaration of war — would permit 
at least that. 


He was asked if lie would call on Thieu 


to resign if he felt that would help save 
the situation. 


No, said Ford, "I don't believe it's my 


prerogative to tell a head of state — 
elected by the people — to leave office." 


Ford said it was unfortunate that legis- 


lation adopted by Congress over the past 
two years has made it impossible for 
him to even threaten to reintroduce 
American military might in an attempt to 
halt the Communist advance. 


"There arc no plans whatsoever for 


U.S. military involvement in Vietnam," 
he said.

Ford: 


• Expressed confidence that recovery 


from the recession will start by summer. 


• Said that as a member of the War- 


ren Commission which investigated the 
assassination of President John F. Ken- 
nedy he has no reason to dispute the 
carefully worded conclusions that Lee 
Harvey Oswald killed Kennedy. 


• Said he would temper his support for 


Republican candidates in 1976 who refuse 
to support his ideas on fiscal responsi- 
bility.

Americans open 
hearts, seek 
Viet orphans

Thousands of Americans, far from the 


horrors of war, Thursday opened their 
hearts to South Vietnamese orphans and 
flooded agencies and the State Depart- 
ment with pleas to adopt one or more of 
the victims of war. 


"The attitude seems to be 'Oh my God, 


these poor children, somebody has to 
take care of them,'" said Mrs. Louise 
Cooper of the Miami Catholic Services 
Bureau. 


As the Communists thrust deeper into 


South Vietnam, the gamble of saving the 
children has become almost an hour-by- 
hour agony. 


In Washington, Vernon Lyons, an 


Agency for International Development 
AID official in the Disaster Relief Cen- 
ter, said personal worked around the 
clock trying to handle the thousands of 
offers of adoption and aid to refugees. 


Lyons said persons who want to know

"AID is trying to make arrangements 


to have as many as possible flown here.

receiving center for Vietnamese orphans 
being flown to the U.S. for adoption by 
American families. 


The Rev. Ronald Keller, pastor of Res- 


urrection Lutheran Church, said children 
being placed with midwcstern families 
will be handled at a center here. 


Officials of Friends for all Children, an 


adoption agency headquartered in Boul- 
der, Colo., named Keller and John Carr, 
a city attorney, as coordinators for the 
receiving center. 


Keller said he didn't know how many 


children would pass through Milwaukee 
or the number of states the center would 
serve. He said a reception center might 
be established at Milwaukee Children's 
Hospital.

Americans can expect to pay cheaper 


prices for groceries, clothing ;uid some 
household goods, government statistics 
showed Thursday. 


At the same time, although the govern- 


ment said the job picture was brighter in 
many 
industries, Treasury Secretary 


William E. Simon said the unemploy- 
ment rate- would soar to U per cent na- 
tionwide. 


Confirming the trend toward a slower 


rate of inflation, the Labor Department 
said wholesale prices fell 0.6 per cent in 
March, the fourth consecutive monthly 
decline in the advance indicator of retail 
prices. 


The wholesale price index has not 


dropped four months in a row since 1966, 
and seemed to back up Simon's claim to 
a congressional committee that inflation 
is casing faster than the Ford adminis- 
tration expected. 


Lower prices for food, textiles, apparel, 


household flatware, appliances, plastic 
and metal furniture paced the decline at 
tlie wholesale level. Consumers can look 
forward to lower — or at least stable — 
prices on these items when they reach 
the retail level.

Wholesale prices rose for agricultural 


and industrial chemicals, electric power, 
some iron and steel products, rubber and 
petroleum products and gasoline. 


The Labor Department also said the 


number of persons receiving unemploy- 
ment benefits dropped in 31 states in 
mid-March, and thousands of workers 
were recalled in key industries. 


As of March 15, 52,100 workers came 


off various state unemployment rolls in 
the biggest one-week decline since before 
last Christmas. 


"Recalls in the automobile industry 


were the primary cause of the decline in 
Maryland, Michigan and Texas," Labor 


said. "Rchiring of primary metals work- 
ers was also a factor in Maryland as it 
was in Indiana. 


"Georgia reported rehiring in the tex- 


tile and apparel industries, while in New 
Jersey there was increased work for con- 
struction, transportation and fabricated 
metals workers." 


Initial claims for jobless benefits de- 


clined to 496,200 during the week ended 
March 13, but rose to 500,024 in the fol- 
lowing week. 


In all, 6.5 million Americans still are 


receiving jobless benefits under seven 
different programs. 


In the highest forecast ever by the 


Ford administration, Simon said the job- 
less rate probably will hit 9 per cent this 
summer. Simon's prediction came 24 
hours before the government was to re- 
lease the unemployment rate for March. 


In February, the rate remained at the 


January level of 8.2 per cent because 
nearly half a million workers gave up 
looking for work and were not counted as 
unemployed. The March rate was ex- 
pected to be higher, ncaring or exceeding 
8.5 per cent. 


Still, Simon said, "We are more cer- 


tain about the recovery than we were at 
any time in the past." 


WASHINGTON (UPK-Attorney Juko 


Jacobsen testified Thursday he paid for- 
mer Treasury Secretary John B. Con- 
nally $10,000 in milk bbby money in 1971 
and later conspired with Connolly to cov- 
er up the payoffs. 


Jncobscn, the star prosecution witness 


in Connelly's bribery trial, stated the 
very heart of the government's case In 
testimony delivered 
under Connelly's 


steady, scowling gaze. Connolly has 
pleaded Innocent and his defense has al- 
leged Jacobsen is lying to save himself 
from further prosecution. 


Led through his testimony by federal 


prosecutors on the third day of the trial, 
Jacobsen, an old friend of Connolly's, 
touched all the bases of the government's 
allegations. Defense cross-examination 
begins Monday. 


He said he paid Connally $10,000 in 


cash provided by the Associated Milk 
Producers Inc. in two installments, on 
May 14 and Sept. 24, 1971, as a reward 
for Connally's help In persuading Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon to raise federal 
milk price supports. 


"He told me how helpful he had been 


In getting the price support decision and 
that he understood AMPI was raising a 


lot of money for political contributions," 
Jacobsen, then an AMPI attorney, testi- 
fied. 


"He said in effect, why didn't I get 


them to raise a little money for Mm." 


With Connally staring straight at him, 


scowling, Jacobsen said he himself de- 
cided $10,000 would be an appropriate 
sum, neither too stingy nor so blatant as 
to make it appear "we bought the (milk 
support) decision." 


He said he presented Connally the 


AMPI cash in Washington on the two 
dates alleged, breaking it into two pay- 
ments "to get more credit for it." 


Jacobsen testified he and Connally con- 


trived a coverup story In October, 1973, 
when Jacobsen learned Watergate in- 
vestigators were questioning an AMPI 
lobbyist about allocation of milk lobby 
funds. He said he telephoned Connally in 
Houston to tell him of tliis development 
and Connally then suggested the coverup 
line. 


"He said, 'you never gave me any 


money,' " Jacobsen testified. "I said, 
'that's right, I never gave you any man-' 
ey.'" 


Jacobsen said they subsequently reaf- 


firmed the cover story.

Irregular beat can be normal 


Aliotil six months ago my husband noticed his heart beating very 


Irrtgnlarly nl limes. It concerned us both so he consulted a doctor 
wlu> ordered electrocardiogram tests. The tests showed everything 
to he normal. 


When the tests were taken my husband's heart did not act up. 


lint on occasion It docs and it worries us still. 


Is thli something wo should be concerned about as he gets older? 


He Is only 29 and Is 10 to IS pounds overweight. What causes this? 
Is It a common occurrence among others who arc just not con. 
nclnus of It? Docs It mean he Is more likely to suffer a heart attack 
In later years? 


Very often the doctor has to have the evidence of the irregularity 


to tell exactly what it is. That means the clctcrocordio gram (heart 
tracing) has to be taken during the episode and not when the heart 
is functioning normally. 


The human body behaves a lot like automobiles and various ma- 


chines. Hove you ever had a strange sound in your automobile and 
when you got to the garage it was gone? It Is sure to occur again 
just as soon as you drive out of the garage. Intermittent disorders 
of machines and bodies arc the hardest to diagnose. 


I'm just as had off as your husband's doctor. Without evidence ol 


what tho irregularity is, it is difficult to give much very good 
advice. 


Irregularities of tiie heart arc fairly common In healthy people. 


Some of these arc simply skipped boats or premature contractions, 
These may occur without heart disease. 


Even when heart disease Is not present the Irregularity can he 


annoying If the premature beats arc quite frequent. 


Your husband could be having short bursts of tachycardia or 


even atrlal fibrillation. If he has no evidence of heart disease (a: 
would be present if he had rheumatic heart disease and damage of 
a heart valve, or high blood pressure or other evidence of disease) 
the Irregularity may not be very Important other than the dis- 
comfort It caiwcs and the worry. 


ALMOST ALL of these irregularities of the heart are made worse 


by smoking and the use of coffee. If your husband has cither of 
these habits I would recommend he stop both at once entirely. 


A sensible exercise program might help him If he Is not already 


In good physical condition. I am not recommending that he push it, 
just that he gradually train himself to a reasonable level of fitness. 
If the exercise causes any sign of irregularity or discomfort lie 
should stop at once and return to his doctor for further testing. 


If he gets along well on n sensible program of avoiding dietary 


excess, weight control, no smoking or coffee (he should avoid tea. 
coins and any of the caffcinated drinks, too) tiicn he could pretty 
well forget it. But. if the irregularity persists he should go back to 
hli doctor. There arc ways of recording the electrocardiogram con- 
tinuously for several days if need be to get a record of the irregu- 
larity. The problem is that such procedures arc expensive. 


Tho irregularity does not mean he Is more likely to have n heart 


attack later in life, but tho extra 10 to 15 pounds docs, unless he 
gets rid of it.

early breast-cancer cases 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (UPI) - A new 


network of breast-cancer screening cen- 
ters discovered 2>& times more cancers 
than expected last year because of ear- 
lier detection, it was reported Wednes- 
day. 


As a result, only 23 per cent of tiic 


breast cancers showed signs of spreading 
to other organs — half the usual number 
of such cases. Breast cancer is most suc- 
cessfully treated before it has spread. 


Dr. Benjamin F. Byrd, president-elect 


of the American Cancer Society, said this 
means that half the women who normal- 
ly would have five-year disease-free sur- 
vival rates of 45 per cent now have an 05 
to 99 per cent chance of living at least 
five years without signs of cancer. 


TUMORS OF THE breast are the lead- 


Ing cause of cancer death among Ameri- 
can women. The society estimates 89,000 
new cases will turn up this year and an- 
other 33,000 women will die of the dis- 


ease because cancer cells have moved to 
other parts of the body. 


The 27 breast-cancer detection centers 


went into full operation lost year with 
support from tho National Cancer In- 
stitute and the cancer society. By the 
end of the year, 88,155 women over the 
age of 35 with no outward symptoms of 
breast disease had been examined. 


Doctors at each center give women a 


thorough, free examination using a phys- 
ical exam, a low-dose x-ray called mam- 
mography and a heat-detection technique 
called thermography to detect extra 
warm diseased tissue. 


The centers found that 328 women had 


breast cancer — 192 more cases than 
were expected based on previous detec- 
tion history for women of that age group. 


A total of 270,000 women eventually 


will be screened and Byrd said it now 
appears that 1,000 cases will be found 
whereas only 408 cancers originally were 
expected.

WASHINGTON - A visitor to Presi- 


dent Ford's Oval Office noted the elec- 
tric-lit globe given the chief executive by 
his National Security Council staff. 


It was unlit. The plug had been pulled 


and the globe was dark. 


H fit, perhaps, the state of the world as 


viewed from the Oval Office. The lights 
were going out all over the globe fur 
traditional postwar American foreign 
policy. 


President Ford, up to his deficits in six 


months of combating domestic woe, was 
discovering a world of problems perhaps 
even more difficult to solve than reces- 
sion and inflation at home. 


How Ford handles the domestic, eco- 


nomic and energy problems may well de- 
termine his political future. How he han- 
dles the new state of America's foreign 
affairs could well determine the nation's 
future. It's that serious. 


Situations as well as personalities that 


have been constant factors in inter- 
national affairs for a generation arc no 
more. 


Even at home in Washington, Ford, 


unique for a post-World War II president, 
is enduring a Congress that says "no" 
to once unchallenged White House for- 
eign policy leadership. The lawmakers 
have chopped foreign aid and, most dra- 
matically, 
thus 
far 
rebuffed 
Ford's 


requests for military aid for South Viet- 
nam and Cambodia. 


A swirl of the 18-inch diameter trans- 


parent Lucitc globe in the Oval Office 
can show the geography of the new 
foreign scene and the new woe for Ford: 


• The Middle East: The once-magic 


touch of Secretary of State Henry Kissin- 
ger failed to produce Israeli-Egyptian 
progress toward peace. Ford himself 
says this failure makes war more likely 
and criticizes the Israelis, once the al- 
most unquestioned ally, for inflexibility 
and short-sightedness. Egypt, so recently 
wooed by U, S. diplomacy, calls for solid- 
arity with even radical Arab regimes. 


• Portugal: Only two years ago the 


only U.S.-European ally to aid American 
emergency jet airlift of arms to Israel 
during the latest Middle East war is 
now in the hands of leftwing military of- 
ficers. Portugal may even open its 
strategic Azores to the Russian naval 
forces once tracked by U. S. bases on the 
Atlantic islands. 


• Indochina: The domino theory is 


proving its existence, with Cambodia all 
but Communist-controlled, South Viet- 
nam falling half under communist con- 
trol since January and Thailand saying it 
wants U. S. bases out. 


• Turkey. This once almort bitterly 


anti-Soviet eastern anchor of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization military al- 
liance openly questions the value of its 
American ties because of the Congress- 
dictated cutoff of weapons supplies fol- 


lowing the Turkish invasion of Cyprus. 
The Russians are wooing Ankara. U. S. 
servicemen stationed on bases in Turkey 
are advised strongly not to go into the 
streets in uniform. 


• NATO: Britain cutting its forces still 


again. France continuing to keep its 
forces out of NATO control. The Dutch 
debating whether to even keep their mili- 
tary. The West Germans grumbling

about having to pay so much for so many 
in the alliance. 


• Russia: The state of the U.S.-Sovlct 


detente has been in question since the 
Soviets rejected a month ago the major 
new trade treaty with America, blaming 
Congress for using the document to try 
to step-up Jewish emigration from Rus- 
sia. 


• China: Since the Kissinger visit in 


December when Ford was invited to 
Peking later this year, internal Peking 
politics and quiet diplomatic skirmishing 
with Washington over the status of Tai- 
wan have made chop sucy of the more 
optimistic views of Washington's new re- 
lations with the Chinese. 


Other problems abound. Latin Amer- 


ica still feels ignored. India has never 
been noticeably louder than now In the 
anti-American phrases of its politicians. 
The Philippines is studying whether it 
should stick to its U. S. military alliance. 
Even Canada is doing its own thing in 
such matters as oil. 


Ford does not talk so much in public 


about how America should wield its 
strength in world power politics; rather, 
he struggles to justify to Americans the 
need to exert leadership aboard. 


"It is not going to be a retreat," Ford 


says. "It is going to be how we best util- 
ize our resources to protect our own in- 
terests and maintain our world lead- 
ership."

the White House lawn recently and had 
at Ford for consorting too much with 
Democratic leaders, for overspending in 
the budget, for mishandling relations 
with senators of his own party and mov- 
ing too far from the right.

ington logic is something like this: 


• Ford is delighted with Rockefeller. 
• The White House now lists Rockefel- 


ler as n liability because of woe he stirs 
for Ford among conservative Republi- 
cans who regard the vice president as a 
political Judas for failing to back Barry 
Goldwater's 19G4 presidential race and 
for symbolizing the incursion of eastern 
establishment liberal thought in the 
Grand Old Party. 


• The White House regards Rockefel- 


ler as becoming a very big plus next 
year when lie will aid in fetching middle 
of the road and independent voters for 
the Republican presidential ticket Ford 
takes for granted he will head. Today's 
bum is tomorrow's hero. 


• The right-wing Republicans hit at 


Ford not because they really want to 
undo him. Emotionally some may yearn 
for Ronald Reagan to lead them in 197G. 
But, as practical politicians, they sec, at 
least for now, that Ford, a sitting Re- 
publican President, is their lender and 
presidential candidate next \ear. The 
reason they have at Ford, according to

Washington logic, is their hope of making 
him so sick of their party guerrilla war- 
fare that he would drop Rockefeller as 
his running mate in 1976. 


Ford has come close to saying flatly 


that Rockefeller will be his running mate 
next year. But in the tradition that run- 
ning mates are not named until the last 
convention moment, he has not com- 
mitted himself absolutely. 


In Ford's March 6 news conference, a 


reporter asked about the right wing 
rumbling that the President was going 
"too far to the left." Ford in reply said 
in part: 


"It is my feeling that the Republican 


party has to be a broad-based, wide- 
spcctrum party if it is going to be a vi- 
able force in the political situation in the 
United States.

No doubt, the conservative Republi-

But Ford, a politician who prizes facing 
facts, is less worried about where Amer- 
ica's right-wing voters will go next year 
than how to bring the independents and 
middle-of-the-road Democrats over to his 
minority party.

KOX KOZLICKI

Ron Kozllckl can breathe a little cosier 


for another year ... but not much long- 
er. 


The former Palatine basketball great 


Jumps into the limelight every year 
about this time when the overall scoring 
averages nro finalized. 


When ho finished up a prolific three- 


year cage career with the Pirates in the 
winter of 1062-63, Kozlickl had no Idea 
how well his scoring prowess would en- 
dure. 


But the 1.5G2 points he poured In have 


proven to bo an Insurmountable barrier 
dcspllc the wealth of harduood talent 
that has scampered across local courts 
otcr I IIP past dozen jcars. This season 
wai no exception. 


Kozllckl's total scoring mark which 


doesn't Include Oca Plaincs schools, 
wasn't even remotely challenged. 


Some other notable area basketball 


scoring records were challenged though . 
.. and eclipsed in several instances. And 
in another year or so perhaps even the 
former Pirate star will begin to feel tho 
pressure. 


The half dozen youngsters who lopped 


this year's overall league scoring race ., 
. Brian Allsmillcr of Buffalo Grove, 
Mark Mara of Palatine, Al Black of 
Prospect, John Hogan of Rolling Mead- 
ows, Jon Mcllrallh of Schaumburg and 
Mark Russo of Forest View all entered 
action last November with a good set of 
credentials. 


As a result, there arc four new names 


on the Herald area's all-time list of scor- 
ing leaders, four now school single-sea- 
son scoring records and at least a couplo 
of cagcrs eyeing Kozllckl's standard. 


Hogan, a three-year varsity vet, hit a 


couple of jackpots. The 883 career points 
he has accrued with the Mustangs jacks 
him up Into 14th place on the all-time 
area scoring list and the 431 he notched 
during the Just-completed campaign al- 
lows him to easily bump Pat Geegan 


from the top of his own school's single 
season scoring ranks. 


Ironically, John joins a brother, Frank 


Hogan, on the career point ladder, and 
he just barely missed catching him. 
Frank, who wore a St. Viator uniform, Is 
in 12th place at 914. 


Also moving in among the elite group 


of scoring leaders are Black (16th place 
with 870 points), Mara (21st with 848) 


and Allsmiller (tied with Palatine's Jim 
Sander in 24th place with 822). Russo at 
799, and Mcllraith at 779, just missed. 


For Russo there was another honor to 


claim houcvcr. The Falcon vet toppled a 
seemingly ancient school season scoring 
record of 397 set by Joe Mueller when ho 
poured In 25 points against Wheeling In 
regional action to close out his varsity 
career.

Dear Commissioner: 


1 h.'iu1 been Matching jour pro game 


now for several years and feel obligated 
to write and express a few comments. 


There has to be some sanity put back 


Into professional basketball or >ou should 
officially change the league designation 
to NDAOG. National Basketball Associ- 
ation of Griper*. 


The boring tirades ngninit officials In 


your league, headed by those Hall of 
Fnmeri in griping, the Chicago Bulls, 
border on the ridiculous. 


It's tery ponllile, and I realize thli li 


quite a statement, that the Hulls rank as 
the flnril KrlprM In HIP hlitory ot the 
NDAOG. I admire thr cnnslilency of tho 
Bulls. The officials are never right. 


It's Interesting how players in your 


laaguo can make mistakes, miss shots, 
throw tho ball axvoy on fast breaks, let 
passes slip through their hands, but an 
official must never moke n mistake. 
Right? Officials must be correct 100 per 
cent of tho time. Right? 


It struck me as I watched the NBAOG 


In recent months that your players may 
not understand tho game they arc play- 
ing. Could It bo that tho players in tho 
NBAOG, Including tho mighty Bulls of 
Chicago, feel that professional basketball 
la an cosy sport to officiate. 


Maybe, Commissioner, you should go 


from city lo city In the NBAOG and ex- 
plain tho game of basketball to the play- 
ers, explain that It Is easily tho most dif- 
ficult of major Icaguo sports to handle. It 
should bo obvious, but I seriously wonder 
If your players over toko that Into con- 
sideration. I'm sure they don't hero In 
Chicago. 


I mult ndmlt that basketball's athletes 


•re probably the best In any sport. They 
•re usually MR, fast, strong, springy, 
•(file and oftllmes (but not, of course, 
our Bulls) downright tricky. They also

get paid absurd salaries, bat that's an- 
other slory. 


So that you can better explain tho 


game to your players, Commissioner, let 
mo remind you pro basketball is played 
by 10 men In a confined (94 feet by 50 
feet) space where officials arc frequently 
screened from key portions of the action 
by tho very bulks of the players' bodies. 
These same officials must watch events 
not only on (lie court but 12 foot or more 
above It, and they must do so while in 
almost continual motion. 


I know your players have been at the 


gamo for many years, and to bo a pro- 
fessional they obviously must play It 
quite well, but I wonder If they havo ever 
considered just what a unique set of 
pressures a basketball official must deal 
with. In no other sport do routine calls 
directly affect tho scoring; In pro basket- 
ball 20 per cent of the points are made 
on free throws. 


Fans who sit close to tho floor ore of- 


ten vocally — and occasionally physi- 
cally — intimidating. And because so 
many rulings arc matters of close judg- 
ment, the crowd is usually angry with 
tho rcfs from the opening tap. Their irri- 
tation Is further Inflamed by the moan- 
ing, groaning and gesticulating of play- 
ers and coaches. Of course, this never 
happens with our mild-mannered Chi- 
cago Bulls. 


Be sure to tell your players that amid 


this uncivil din, the officials muit en- 
force rules that govern In precise detail 


all aspects of the game except physical 
contact. Sure, It's their job, tell them, 
but there arc so many complex rules and 
an official must also watch for time, 
ball-control violations, hidden zone de- 
fenses, goaltcndlng, offensive basket in- 
terference, etc. 


Commissioner, be sure to emphasize to 


your players that basketball officials nv- 
crago about 60 calls each during tho 
course of a gome, and the way the pro 
game is played, each of these calls is a 
"disaster" call. In baseball the only man 
who approaches that kind of pressure is 
the home plate umpire, and he docs that 
only once every four days. If a football 
back Judge makes two pass Interference 
calls during a game ho has done a lot; 
similarly, five or six penalties make a 
very closely officiated hockey game. 


I would spend a lot of time, Commis- 


sioner, talking to your players about one 
of pro basketball's unwritten rules, usu- 
ally called No Harm, No Foul. That's the 
one that really gets your $100,000 players 
steamed. They probably refer to it as No 
Blood, No Foul. 


Basically, In case you're not sure of 


what I'm talking about, No Harm, No 
Foul allows a player to perform with im- 
punity any atrocity short of defen- 
estration on an opponent as long as the 
referees deem that the player Has not 
gained undue competitive 
advantage 


from the act. 


It is this little unwritten role In your 


game and a number of similar customs

that help to differentiate the profes- 
sionals from the game's tamer varieties. 
At the same time, they have turned 
m a n y o f f i c i a l s prematurely gray, 
changed usually gentlemanly athletes 
Into blckcrcrs and whlncrs (hut not, of 
course, our Chicago Bulls) and provoked 
a number of conches (obviously outside 
Chicago) to complain that officiating Is 
ruining the game. 


I suggest, Commissioner, that you se- 


riously consider putting three officials 
into your pro game. Basketball Is the 
only pro sport which has not added offici- 
ating personnel in recent years, and the 
sport has speeded up perhaps tenfold in 
the last 25 years. Too much is now de- 
manded for four eyes and tno sets of 
reflexes. 


The ball now can be passed faster than 


an official can run or turn his head. 
Throe officials get a better crack at 
three seconds and goaltcndlng. They also 
eliminate the natural blind spot that ex- 
ists where the picks ore being made. 


With three officials you can never get 


screened out of a play — you never seo 
only the second half of a play, the second 
foul, for example. You also don't have to 
worry about looking around a guy the 
size of Bob Lanicr. 


Tho ability, size, speed and incredible 


body control of today's players make it 
impossible for even two perfect officials 
to work a GOOD gamo. 


In closing, Commissioner, I must em- 


phasize that the players often have legiti- 
mate gripes. Officials do make mistakes. 
Surprise. They're human. 


Unbending deafness to legitimate criti- 


cism is as destructive as unbridled criti- 
cism, but it's this night-aftcr-night grip- 
ing in the NBAOG that is turning off 
many fans, including this one. 


Grousing about officials has been part 


of basketball as long as the center jump, 
Commissioner, but it has reached a level 
of absurdity in your league.

placed against Lyle by his wife has been delayed until after tho 
fight. Lyle reportedly attempted to shoot his wife.

Guest gardene

ol Klrhm's Ntirvry 


One of the most popular and most ver- 


satile of ornamental trees Is the flower- 
ing crnbapple. Every month from spring 
until late full crabapplcs (botanlcally 
called Mnlus) odd something to the beau- 
ty of the landscape. These arc one of the 
easiest to grow and of all flowering 
trees are moil resistant to winter cold. 


In spring the Irccn arc covered with 


masses of delicate flowers thai come in a 
range of colors from pure white to 
brilliant deep red. During the summer 
tho lr«-s have attractive foliage that pro- 
vider shade. In the fall they bear big 
crops of showy berries In red. yellow or 
purple. The berries arc favorites of birds 
so you'll have loUs of company In the full. 


Several now varieties arc In the mar- 


ket to join the many standard favorites. 
One of the newest varieties of this tree is 
Indian 'Magic, a spreading tree, which 
will grow from 12 to 15 feet tall .and 
bears brilliant rose-red blossoms. In the 
fall bright red berries appear but as 
weather tunw colder In November tho 
berries change to pumpkin orange. 


Another new variety is American 


Beauty which will grow from 13 to IB feet 
and has large, double blossoms of bright 
red Another just recently introduced is 
White Angel which, in spring, is a cloud 
of snow-white hluvtoms that come out be- 
fore the leaves appear. In the fall there 
are bright red chcrry-Mc apples that 
linnuon into the winter. 


Slnco these are not large trees a very 


special drmatic effect can be achieved 
by planting two or three in a group. Few 
other ornamentals will give .so much 
beauty 


Lamljc.iping doesn't li.ixe to be ex- 


pensive. If you want a lot of beauty for 
little money plant bare-root flowering 
shrubs. These can be planted only In the 


spring or fall, but spring is best. This 
will give the roots a chance to establish 
themselves, get a full summer of growth 
and be ready to burst into bloom next 
spring. 


Bare-root means that the plants arc dug 


without leaving a ball of soli around the 
'roots. Tills results in significant labor 
savings which arc passed on to the cus- 
tomer. How the plant is cared for after it 
is dug is the key to healthy plants. If the 
roots have been allowed to dry out the 
plant is worthless. 


After the plant Is dug the roots arc 


kept damp to pnv>orvo life. Then they 
arc stored under refrigeration to keep 
the plants dormant. When planted they 
resume growth. Among the shrubs usual- 
ly available in bare-root form arc for- 
s y t h i a , h o n e y s u c k l e , dogwood, 
cotoncastcr and tho popular privet for 
hedges.

Sun works plant miracles 


by ALLAN A. S\VENSON 


(Tint In a scries) 


With at least six hours of sun each day, 


access to water to give thirsty plants 
their needed drinks each week, and room 
to work the area, even in poor soil you 
can make miracles happen. 


Where possible, pick a sunny, well- 


drained location with at least six to eight 
hours of direct sun each day. Southern 
exposures are best; after that we and 
many others prefer eastern, then west- 
ern, and finally northern exposure plots. 
Avoid areas where shadows from trees 
or buildings block the sun too long each 
day. In areas near tall trees or suscep- 
tible to paved area runoff, you'll have to 
make adjustments, such as extra fertiliz- 
ing and directing excess water and street 
pollution wastes away from the garden. 


Keep rows running north and south 


when possible. That layout lets each row 
have an equal amount of sunlight If you 
have a slope, be sure to contour the rows 
with the slope to avoid excessive washing 
away in rain storms, which can erode 
the soil and wash away the topsoil with 
your mulch and fertilizer. 


Avoid nearby hedges or trees with 


shallow roots that draw water and nutri- 
ents from the soil. If you cut or chop the 
roots you hurt the trees. So plan on regu- 
lar soil testing and repeat fertilizing if 
your plot Is near larger vegetation. 


Keep tall crops such as pole beans, 


corn, sunflowers and staked tomatoes in 
the background. Always plant these tall 
vegetables so they don't shade smaller 
plants. 


Some plants wander. Squash, melons, 


cucumbers and pumpkins need lots of 
space. There are ways to provide the 
room to roam without using valuable 
garden ground. 


Consider how you can position plants 


on fences, up walls, on wire or up 
through supporting hoops. If there are 
lawns or unused areas nearby, let 
squash, melons and pumpkins wander 
onto these spaces. 


Wooden stakes solve many problems. 


Tied at the top, they make teepees so 
you can garden vertically. In small 
spaces, plan to make every possible 
square foot do double service. Start cool- 
season crops early, such as lettuce, peas, 
radishes and spinach. 


As fast-growing radishes and early-ma- 


turing peas, lettuce and spinach are pick- 
ed, dig in again. Use the same space to 
replant more radishes, bibb lettuce, tur- 
nips, beans, beets, carrots and whatever 
else you prefer based on what the crops 
need in terms of weather and growing 
environment. 


Come late summer, as you pull and eat 


your carrots and beets, cook and freeze 
your beans and remove the plants, you 
will have free space again. Don't let it go 
to waste. Fall peas, late lettuce and oth- 
er cool-favoring crops can be seeded in 
late summer to yield their bounty up to 
and in some cases after frost.

A national U.S. flower

Perhaps one of the nicest 200th birth- 


day presents our country could have by 
1976 would be a national flower. It seems 
almost impossible to believe that this 
great country of ours can put men on the 
moon, but has not yet designated a na- 
tional flower. 


Over the years there has been much 


talk about our having a national flower. 
For some time my friend David Burpee 
worked valiantly with the late Sen. Ever- 
ett Dirkscn to have the marigold named 
our national flower. Even today, Burpee 
would like to sec his favorite flower as 
our national flower. His claim is that the 
marigold can be grown in all sections of 
the country and is known to all. 


On the other hand, It has been reported 


in trade publications that there arc sev- 
eral bills pending in Congress that arc 
nimcd at establishing the rose as our na- 
tional flower. 


But the rose is already the national 


flower of two countries, England and 
Iran. Our neighbor to the north, Canada, 
lias the maple leaf and Mexico to the 
south the cactus. The cattlcya orchid is 
the national flower of Brazil and Costa 
Ilica. Russia and Peru chose the sunflo- 
wer. In Egypt and India the national 
flower is the lotus. 


Here arc a few more: kapoc, Argen- 


tina; golden wattle, Australia: poppy, 
Belgium; Chilean bcllflowcr, Chile: nar- 
cissus, China; forget-me-not, Denmark; 
yucca, El Salvador; fleur-de-lis, France: 
cornflower, Germany; violet, Greece; 
and luinflowcr, Sweden. 


There arc some flowers that we seem 


to associate with particular countries 
that have also been adopted as their na- 
tional flower. For instance, shamrock, 
Ireland; chrysanthemum, Japan; tulip, 
Netherlands; and thistle, Scotland. 


Edibles get involved, too. Consider the 


leek of Wales, and the pomegranate of 
Spain. 


Even though we select a national flow- 


er that is the same as another nation's 
we will not be setting a precedent.. Also, 
if we select something that is edible, 
this, too, has happened before. 


What should our national flower be? 


Some additional suggestions from polls 
of a local nature include the violet, gera- 
nium, petunia, chrysanthemum, phlox, 
corn tasslc, hollyhock, zinnia and azalea. 


I am personally surprised that there 


arc no trees and shrubs mentioned 
among the possibilities. White oak, flow- 
ering dogwood, magnolia, white pine, 
birch and the giant redwoods arc trees 
that come to my mind. Among the 
shrubs arc the holly, rhododendron, cam- 
clia, mountain luarcl and hydrangea. 
And there arc wildflowcrs like goldcnrod 
and buttercup.

turist in Cook County. By shopping early 
you will be likely to get the varieties of 
seeds you want, you will of course liar- 
vest produce sooner, and will have a 
chance to plant a second crop increasing 
tlic output of the garden area. 


As soon as soil is dry enough to work, 


.spread starter fertilizer such tu> 5-10-10, 
10-10-10 or something similar at the rate 
of one to two pounds per 100 Mjuarc feet 
of area. Spade the area over and rake it 
to break up large lumps and level the 
garden. 


Mark out rows witli string and make 


sure those which will be sown with seed 
are finely pulverized to assure good seed 
In soil contact. 


Plants and sets which arc hardy 


enough to put out in early April include 
cabbage, broccoli, chard, kale, kohlrabi, 
onion sets, potatoes and garlic. 


Sow lettuce, mustard, peas, radishes, 


.spinach, turnips and onion seeds too 
Radishes and lettuce will be ready for 
harvest in four to six weeks. 


If >ou ha\e a greenhoase or bright cool 


space indoors, sow seeds of tomatoes, 
peppers, eggplants and squash in peat 
pots now. Grown cool, they will be ready 
to set out in late May when danger of 
frost is post.

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Plants can help fight cost of living 


Recent news stories about the rising 


cost of utilities Is only one part of tlic 
story fnmlllar to everyone in these dnys 
of splrallng prices and rampant inflation. 
We find government, Industry and pri- 
vate Individual* casting about for ways 
to fight the economic battle against In- 
flatlon. In our linste we sometimes tend 
to overlook the simple, offcctivo ways of 
conserving our resources and saving dol- 
lars. Yet nature has provided us with liv- 
ing gifts which not only bring beauty to 
our lives, but help us fight the battle of 
tho purse. 


According to the American Association 


of Nurserymen, proper use of plantings 
such ns trees, shrubs, vines and ground 
covers can have a dramatic effect on 
heating and cooling of homes. In recent 
houses, one which was exposed and the 
other which was protected by various 
thcr which was protected by various 
A Chi/d's 


trees and shrubs, wind reduction during 
the winter months was as much as 71 per 
cent with a saving of 40 per cent in fuel 
consumption for heating the protected 
house. 


In other tests conducted in less windy 


climates, the use of trees and shrubs as 
windbreaks accounted for a saving of 10 
per cent in fuel bills over the entire win- 
ter. At today's prices, even 10 per cent 
reduction in homo heating bills is a dra- 
matic saving. 


By providing windbreaks of evergreens 


or other plants on the northern and west- 
ern sides of a house and leaving the 
southern side exposed, cold winter winds 
can be blacked and the sun from the 
south can help warm the home. Even a 
sinalc row of evergreens will serve as a 
windbreak, but a double or triple row is 
even more effective. 


In still another application, with a 


A plant docs not have a brain — but 


auxin ncti as an efficient substitute. 
Imagine a chemical which, as it flows 
through a plant, has the power to deter- 
mine if a leaf should fall or hold. If a 
fruit should drop or hold; calls the sig- 
nal* on cell enlargement in stem, bud, 
leaf, or root: affects fruit set and fruit 
growth; determines the direction of 
growth; governs the development of buds 
and flowers. 


How does It carry out its essential 


function*? The major production of aux- 
in, growth hormone, is in the terminal 
tips and youngest leaves of all the 
branches. From these tips and leaves it 
ii transported inward throughout the 
plant. Light and gravity affect its move- 
ment within the plant. 


This Is a good experiment for your 


child or school class in order that they 
can visibly sec the effect of light and 
gravity on a plant's growth. 


Take a potted plant and put it where it 


will have equal light from all sides and 
neuatlvc and positive gravity effects. 
The plant will grow in a normal upright 
position. 


Now put the plant in a situation where 


light is coming from only one side. The 
plant's stems will bend toward the light 
because the auxin flows from the tins to 
the dark side of the stems — increasing 
the growth on the dark side of the plant. 


To prove gravity's function, lay the 


potted plant on its side. Auxin, affected 
by the gravity, will settle on the lower 
side of the stems causing them to turn 
upward.

You can change open-growing plants 


Into bushy plants by tip-pinching and 
pruning. Many trees that normally grow 
to great heights can be maintained as a 
hedge by annual clipping. The redwood 
and cedar are examples of such trees. 


Tip pruning gives you the power of a 


growth director. A camellia sprouts new 
branches beneath a tip Dial's been sev- 
ered. The ideal place to make this kind 
of cut is where last year's growth 
Mopped and this year's began. 


planting of deciduous trees on the south 
side of the home, the sun will provide 
warmth in the winter months when the 
leaves are gone, then will help cool the 
home and surrounding area during the 
hot summer months, thus reducing the 
need for air ondltioning and electric con- 
sumption. Tests have shown that in prop- 
erly shaded houses nir-condlUonors were 
needed as little as half as much as in 
exposed homes. 


According to the American Association 


of Nurserymen, plant materials are con- 
siderably more effective in providing 
protection from weather than man-made 
devices such as walls or fences because 
their flexibility lets them reduce wind ve- 
locity and stabilize currents as opposed 
to solid walls which can bbw down and 
which create turbulence on their leeward 
sides. Hedges or barrier plantings, they 
claim, provide maximum wind reduction 
because tho wind passes through and the 
effect is to dampen or cancel the effect 
of downdrafts as well as reduce the force 
of chill winds. 


On a related subject, certain types of 


clinging vines planted alongside the 
southern and western sun-exposed por- 
tions of a louse can also result in con- 
siderable saving in cooling bills. Because 
the leaves of the vines absorb the sun's 
rays and allow a convection current to 
form behind them, they carry the heat 
up and away from the house. 


These simple samples arc just some of 


the ways that nature helps us fight eco- 
nomic pressures. When we consider that 
about a quarter of the energy con- 
sumption in this country, including elec- 
tricity, coal and oil, is for home heating, 
it is apparent that any savings in tills 
area can be dramatic. 


The benefits from proper plantings arc 


abundant both from the aesthetic as well 
as the very practical standpoint. Money- 
saving plantings to reduce fuel bills not 
only serve the pockctbook but help 
make life more, enjoyable through the 
benefits of reduced noise, less pollution 
and more pleasant surroundings. 


A landscape nursery or garden center 


can recommend the best variety of plant 
materials and proper arrangement to 
provide maximum weather protection 
and savings for each home year around. 


Flower fragrance 


Fragrance in a flower is not too com- 


mon a characteristic any more, since 
many flower varieties — such as roses 
and sweet peas — have been improved at 
the expense of fragrance, and It is neces- 
sary to check variety descriptions to de- 
termine this. The most satisfactory flow- 
ers for fragrance include mignonette, 
carnations, sweet alyssum, lavender, he- 
liotrope, stocks, sweet sultan and phlox.

Trees can shade your buildings 


One of the first and simplest lessons 


nny child learns is that It Is cooler In the 
slmde llian it Is in the sun. Step Into any 
woodland on n hot summer day and you 
npprcclnte. wilhout nny claboruto in- 
struments to prove it, the olr condi- 
tioning Job trees perform. 


But only recently, in the face of energy 


crunches, has this rudimentary fuel been 
applied Intentionally to home cooling. 
Those elaborate Instruments have Iwcn 
put to work to prove that a building sur- 
face shaded by trees will be about eight 
degrees cooler than the same surface 
unshaded. Even greater differences hap- 
pen when a shade tree keeps the sun 
from splashing through a window to 
create n grcenhou.se effect inside. 


So the American Association of Nur- 


serymen advises the addition of shade 
trees to every home landscape, properly 
placed to reduce the need for air condi- 
tioning energy and keep non-air condi- 
tioned duellings cooler on hot days. The 
right place, the nursery spokesmen say, 
Is as near to lite building as possible 
without future crowding of branches or 
roots against the structure — and on the 
south and west sides. 


According to nursery spokesmen, the 


planting season for trees — even bare- 
root trues — with today's modern nur- 
sery growing and preparation methods is 
much longer than most people realize in 


all seasons of the year. For facts about 
the long planting season In this area 
check with your garden center. 


Some simple suggestions from the na- 


tion's nursery industry can help make 
the addition of the trees to your land- 
scape more successful. Their first advice 
Is this: working with a small tree can be 
an Interesting and rewarding experience; 
if you arc inexperienced, however, and it 
is a large tree, consider having it done 
for you (he first time. 


Dig the hole for the tree wide enough 


to accommodate the roots with a bit of 
room to spare. (If the soil is tightly com- 
pacted the liolc should be considerably 
larger.) Place a good layer of peat moss 
at the bottom of the hole, then a layer of 
peat mass mixed with soil. 


Set the tree in the hole with the base at 


about the same ground level it was be- 
fore being moved. Then, while you fill 
the rest of the hole witli soil, soak with 
water to make sure of firmness and the 
removal of any air pockets around the 
roots. 


You may want to give the newly plant- 


ed tree some support for about a year, or 
until its roots have become established. 
If It's n small one use a wooden stake 
about n foot longer than the height of the 
tree, put in the ground as close as pos- 
sible to the trunk. Tic the stake to the 
tree with a piece of wire, and a small 


piece of garden hose over the wire as a 
cushion where It touches the tree rank. 
For larger trees use three guy wires 
staked to the ground and attached to the 
tree. Again, pieces of garden hose will 
protect the tree from braises. 


It is usually wise to prune the tree to 


compensate for loss of roots during 
transplanting (except in the case of 
planting from containers). After that 
you will only prune to remove dead or 
decayed wood, to remove branches that 
interfere with the healthy growth or sym- 
metry of the tree, or to avoid inter- 
ference wilh wires or walls or other 
trees. When you prune, apply tree wound 
dressing or tree paint on any open wound 
larger than a 25-ccnt piece. 


With those few, easy steps completed 


you have added nature's air-conditioning 
gift to your environment, with a promise 
of cooler days in hot-weather seasons 
over years to come.

TWO HUGE CRYSTAL chandeliers 
sat off the entrance to the new Drury 
Lane North Theatre which can bo 
reached either through the resort 
complex or through its own separate 
entrance. Meeting rooms and main 
ballroom are located beneath the au- 
ditorium.

The new Marriott in Lincolnshire has 


everything godng for it except good the- 
ater. Once again a gala grand opening 
introducing another Drury Lane Theatre 
is marred only by the show itself. 


Ndl Simon's "Como Blow Your Horn" 


is familiar to even the occasional the- 
a t e r g o e r , having been produced 
frequently by both professional and ama- 
teur groups. And naturally seeing George 
Hamilton appear in tho lead role of the 
debonair fun-loving older brother appeals 
to many persons. 


Yet someone had better say It. Though 


Neil Simon comedies are usually always 
good for a few laughs, this one has near- 
ly run its course. 


PLAINLY PUT, "Come Blow Your 


Horn" is out of style. What once con- 
stituted exceedingly funny lines, sexy in- 
nuendoes and situations surrounding a 
playboy's torrid love affairs that end all 
too abruptly when he mends his ways 
and marries a nice, innocent girl who 
was waiting on the sidelines all along, 
just doesn't cut it anymore. Not with the 
laughs anyhow. Theatergoers are much 
more sophisticated. Life itself la not so 
simple. 


And so if tho show is not actually pain- 


ful to watch, It Is leastwise dull, particu- 
larly the first act where the principal 
characters, including Hamilton himself, 
come off stiff and too impersonal. 


Tho role of Alan is a major one, but 


Involves no acting challenge. One can't 
tell what Hamilton could really do live 
on stage if given the chance. 


Harry Epstein has the more savory 


role as the backward kid brother who 
tries to follow hi his brother's footsteps, 
though the only true show stopper is 
Gertrude Berman as the doting Jewish 
mother. She had the same role when Bill 
Bixby starred in "Come Blow Your 
Horn" at Arlington Park Theatre. And 
she offers the same fine performance. 
Unfortunately Berman is not on stage all 
the time. 


OTTO SCHLESINGEIl plays Alan and 


Buddy's father and the two sexy girls in 
Alan's life are played by Dee Dee Dolan 
and Gloria Lynn. 


Yet even a mediocre beginning for the 


new Drury Lane Theatre cannot totally 
detract from the plushness and awe- 
someness of the huge resort complex 
that fairly looms up as you drive hi from 
the middle of vacant fields. 


The physical features of the theater 


are indeed impressive, like its sister one 
at McCormick Place, a 900-seat theater 
that boasts of having no seat further 
than 33 feet from center stage. Most im- 
portant, it is exceedingly comfortable 
with plenty of legroom, something many 
theaters lack. Dinner-theater packages 
are available. 


The main dining area is the King's 


Wharf decorated in the nautical theme 
often used in the Marriott chain, and ef- 
fectively designed on eight different lev- 
els. 


THE LOWER LEVEL, called the Mam 


Brace, features cocktails and nightly en- 
tertainment with dancing while the cen- 
ter levels spotlight gourmet dining. On 
top is the Bridge, another cocktail lounge 
with a view overlooking the whole room. 


There is also a second restaurant 


tucked away called the Chaparral featur- 
ing prime rib and the Falrfield Inn, a 


' first class coffee shop. 


Occasional buffets will take place In 


the ballroom Uko the very elegant, com- 
plete outlay of food and Ice sculptures 
for Easter. The next holiday to be cele- 
brated in such fashion but minus the 
elaborate ice carvings, a one-time thing 
honoring the hotel's opening, will be 
Mother's Day. 


Though a mini-vacation at the Mar- 


riott's Lincolnshire Resort docs not come 
cheap (rooms based on double occupancy 
are $72 though weekend packages are 
available), there is the attraction of the 
recreational facilities that include an 18- 
hole golf course, six indoor tennis courts, 
an ice skating rink and a ski hill to be 
ready next winter, Indoor and outdoor 
swimming pools, canoeing and even fish- 
ing, too, on the Port of Waukegan. 


AND AS MARRIOTT personnel like 


to brag, it's all located just 20 minutes 
from O'Hare. And I suspect anyone 
planning to spend a weekend there will 
not really care if George Hamilton does 
not live up to his image. 


MAIN DINING AREA, named the King's Wharf, in- 
eludes an open cocktail lounge and gourmet restaurant 
built to offer privacy on eight different tiers. Decorated 
in rich reds and golds, the room featurei live entertain- 
ment nightly. Early sailing instruments highlight the de- 
cor and the room overlooks the lake. 


Timid about selling your crafts? This book's for you 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


So you've discovered a craft hobby to 


constructively while away the evening 
hours. "It's tun. good therapy . . . doing 
my very own thing," you brag to neigh- 
bors and friends. 


But what happens when you amass 


more candle* than you could possibly 
bum, cx'cn If the power failed for a year 
... or find more macramcd belts in your 
closet than pants to go with them? It's a 
shame to have four dozen bread dough 
basics hanging in tho window but no 
edible ones to serve with cream cheese. 


You can't keep giving the same home- 


mndc gifts to the same people (there Is 
n limit to the amount of goodwill even 
friends and relatives can absorb) and be- 
sides, there Is also a limit to the number 
of Items you can freely sacrifice and still 
remain solvent. 


IT'S TIME TO MAKE a decision: store 


the surplus handiwork and hope someday 
for a shortage, junk It altogether and go 
back to watching television, or sell it. 
And the la.it, of course, Ls fnr more 
profitable. 


Even a part-time hobbyist may reach a 


point of saturation when a return on the 
investment must begin to show however 
(treat tho emotional high. The rewarding 
feeling that comes with accomplishment, 
unfortunately, won't pay the cost of ma- 
terials and tools. 


William E. Garrison has written o book, 


"Selling Your Handerafts" 
(Chllton, 


hardcover, $8.93; paperback, $4.03), to 
help the neophyte craftsman glean an In- 
sldo look into today's craft market, 


GAItniSON, WHO began making jew- 


elry In his spare time ami eventually 
gave up his engineering career to design 
jewelry full-lime, includes Information on 
pricing of handmade products, and ex- 
plains both thv pltlfnll.t .ml advantage-! 


of peddling wares through art fairs, flea 
markets, juried shows, wholesalers, mail 
order, consignment or the ultimate, one's 
own studio or gallery. 


He offers suggestions and methods to 


enhance one's marketing approaches and 
professional reputation. 


The sale of croft materials, kits, tools 


practically every weekend by either local 
clubs or shopping centers. 


"Some people," soys Garrison, 


"switch from one hobby to another be- 
cause they have never learned how to 
get rid of the excess." 


For those artisans who ore leery of sell- 


ing or arc afraid their work cannot stand 


and equipment now amounts to a billion 
dollars annually in tho U.S. alone. 


The craft business Is indeed booming 


on evidenced by the increasing number 
of crafts being revived and the contin- 
uing demand for handcraftcd original 
Items over mass-produced ones. 


IN THE NORTHWEST suburbs during 


the summer months, an art fair Is hosted 


up to competition, Garrison recommends 
they pick for their first show one located 
nt least 100 miles from their hometown. 
No one need know they are even consid- 
ering marketing their goods. If the at- 
tempt fails, there nro no explanations to 
make. If all goes well, their self-con- 
fidence will be boosted enough to begin 
selling locally. 


OR HE SUGGESTS having a friend 


man the booth. That way the individual 
does not have to sit through the agony of 
having Ms or her work scrutinized and 
judged by possersby. Some people will 
always make disparaging remarks re- 
gardless whether they aro warranted. 
Get used to it, he warns. 


"Pricing is extremely difficult and you 


will never make a more important deci- 
sion," says Garrison, who further main- 
tains pricing must be figured correctly at 
the start. Doubling or tripling an item 
because it was priced way too low In the 
beginning will only make enemies. 


Simply computing cost of materials 


plus labor is not good enough. There are 
hidden expenses which must be token 
into consideration, those rung up through 
delivery charges, general administration 
costs and designated profit, of course. 


GARRISON THEN discusses the varl- 


ous marketing avenues open to crafts- 
men. 


Those festivals sponsored by either art 


organizations or businesses she recom- 
mends more highly than those sponsored 
as fund-raising events where the main 
emphasis is put on entertainment rather 
than tho marketing of goods. There are 
always exceptions, of course, and he rec- 
ommends that the serious artisan check 
out the reputations of the shows hi ques- 
tion and those organizations sponsoring 
them. 


He considers selling on consignment as 


pretty risky business particularly for the 
novice. Selling through a wholesaler Is 
better he advises, even though the gross 
profit may be less. There is the advan- 
tage of being paid immediately, how- 
ever, and not having one's work need- 
lessly tied up. 


SELLING BY mall can be quite suc- 


cessful If good repeat customer sales off- 


sot the high cost of direct mail advertis- 
ing. 


He further advises: 
Don't expect a profit for at least the 


first three months. Be aware of trends 
and the buying public's moods and pref- 
erences. Find ways to improve and di- 
versify your products. Look for opportu- 
nities to speak and demonstrate your 
craft Teach a class. It will help to get 
your name known. 


Based on his own experiences, Garri- 


son offers sound advice for the amateur 
craftsman who has been urged to sell his 
or her work but perhaps Is just too timid 
to try. In particular tho chapter con- 


cerning proper pricing makes a great 
deal of sense. 


HOWEVER, those artisans already 


aware of the various marketing avenues 
open to them may find this book a bit too 
simplified hi its approach. Garrison of- 
fers basic guidelines only. Locating spe- 
cific wholesalers or craft publications 
which would be useful is still up to tho 
individual. 


"$elling Your Handerafts" is one of a 


Creative Craft Series published by Chll- 
ton. Most of the other books in the set . 
contain step-by-step instruction to specific 
crafts including leather making, pottery, 
jewelry designing and metal enameling.

my favorite all-time albums. Therefore, I 
always approach a new version of Ihe 
work with some trepidation. 


The newest version, of course, is Uic 


mundtrack from Ken Russell's movie, 
now playing in Chicago's Loop. This ver- 
sion of "Tommy" (Polydor Records) 
stars Roger Daltrcy and other Who 
members plus Eric Clapton, Elton John, 
Ann-Margrct, Jack Nicholson, Tina Turn- 
er and Oliver Reed — all of whom get to 
sing even though Reed can barely carry 
a tune. 


Surprisingly, 
Ann-Margret 
actually 


does a good job as Tommy's mother, 
particularly on "Christmas." Nicholson's 
brief appearance on "Go To the Mirror" 
M adequate and all the others arc singers 
anyway. 


ELTON .roilN and his band's version 


of "Pinball Wizard" b very dense and 
takes >cvcral listenings before its ex- 
cellent points arc really appreciated. 
Eric Clapton's near solo on "Eyesight To 
the Blind" suffers only in that his style 
seems so out of place with the rest of the 
music. 


D.iltrey naturally h the star, doing nn 


even better job than on the original, 
though he unfortunately sings only the 
title part — instead of all vocals as on 
(he original album — tind thin Is not 
heard till near the end of side three. Tina 
Turner U dynamite on "Acid Queen," 
her only appearance. 


The music is great throughout the al- 


bum, with the Who playing several cuts 
by themselves ami various all-star studio 
band combinations playing the rest. Ca- 
leb Qunyc on guitar deserves particular 
mention for his fine work. 


Good a-» the album is though, the mil- 


tic doesn't really start to take off until 


the final two songs, "We're Not Gonna 
Tako It" and "Listening To You/See Me, 
Feel Me." It's a beautiful, powerful end- 
ing.

scofflaws, decries Lois G. Forer In "Tho 
Death of tho Law." 


Mrs. Korer. a judge of the Court of 


Common Pleas in Philadelphia and for- 
mer deputy attorney general for Penn- 
sylvania, has produced a depressing vol- 
ume which Is moro suited for the law 
student with an Iron butt than on inter- 
ested citizen trying to understand some 
of the chaos In America's criminal jus- 
tice system. 


Tho rule of law, ns Mrs. Forer calls it, 


There may still be lip 
service to the hulking idol, but no ono 
really buys tho act anymore, she con- 
tends.

spective, oho looks at America from 
ghetto (o corporate board room and sees 
rampant disrespect for tho law. 


Citing millions of dollars in unpaid 


Now York City parking tickets, she says 
chlklron arc being told rules of society 
may bo violated with impunity. 


A SLUM STAUHING In which the Miter 


docs not "feel" guilty Is equated with n 
price-fixing executive whose character 
witnesses come from tho Main Line. 


Mrs. Forer Li bewildered by all this. 


She professes that the executives already 
have more than enough money and so 
«ho Is at a loss to explain their actions. 


Motivation for actions, criminal or 


pathological, just causes her to shake her 
bead.

The book world is about to be deluged 


with biographies of tho troubled, appeal- 
ing singer-actress and entertainer ex- 
traordinary. Tills entry Is a com- 
mendable and effective effort, not with- 
out shortcomings, that relates the ter- 
rible drama of Judy's life. 


In her last years some of her farts de- 


veloped the maniacal Garland Cult. She 
was then a sad, faltering woman. 


Woman? One always wants to call her 


a girl. But the fervor of the Garland Cult 
tried to propel Judy into something she 
wasn't, capping her career with just one 
more misunderstanding. 
JUDY'S QUINTESSENTIAL stage moth- 
er pushed her Into show business at tho 
age of 2<4. From then on, she was man- 
ipulated by one person or another for the 
rest of her life. 


Eventually, after resounding success in 


films, and particularly "The Wizard of 
Oz," she turned to self-destruction and 
her descent was pitiable for a performer 
of her talents and versatility. 


Despite its mundane style, this book is 


electric with emotion in its account of 
Judy's final degradation. Her cult, as dif- 
ferentiated from just plain fans, con- 
sisted mainly of homosexuals, a strange 
twist to a singular career.

DERRY. N.H. An unpublished poet liv- 


ing in tltc weathered clapboard form 
house where Robert Frost spent his lean 
early years nays inspiration is hard to 
find. 


Perhaps that is partly because the lit- 


tered pasture out back "looks like some- 
body made a run on it with a B-S2" and 
evidence tho poet lived in the same 
house Hci wallpapered beneath each suc- 
ceeding owner's version of modern- 
ization. 


Edward Bnrna, 27. caretaker and 


struggling poet, says ho has only Frost's 
poetry lo help recall the quiet New Eng- 
land poet. 


"It isn't ns though I'm living In a 


haunted house or as though I'm contin- 
uously reminded of Robert Frost," 
Barna said. "You have to actively go 
looking for that spirit." 


IIAHNA AM) HIS wife have lived rent 


free in the century old Frost homestead 
for three yean awaiting the complete 
restoration promised off-and-on for a 
decade Like Frost. Barna came here to 
subsistence farm and write pocrtry fol- 
lowing graduation from Harvard. 


"I kept farm, so to speak, for nearly 


ten years, but less as a farmer than as a 
fugitive from the world that seemed to 
disallow me," Frost wrote of his years 
on the rocky 3fracrc farm he purchased 
In 1900 


Old-timers In this booming border com- 


munity, 40 miles north of Boston, recall 
the harsh farm year* that shaped Frost's 
poetry, but the plain New England life 
Frost knew and loved Is gone. 


Tho rock walls that tumbled across 


cow postures have been bulldozed into 
condominiums and subdivisions to satisfy 
the suburban sprawl running Inland from 
Boston. 


West Running Brook, subject of a fa- 


mous poem, borders the pasture where 
Frrwt raKcd milk cows, but a trailer 
park now lies adjacent to tho farm.

died. When he returned to spread the

they roamed and loved, he found an auto 
junkyard. Glass and rusted metal still lie 
in the grass reflecting sunlight.

When Frost died in 1963 at age 89, offi- 


cial America rushed to honor the nation's 
poet laureate. The Pulitzer Prize winner 
had shared tho inaugural platform with 
President John F. Kennedy in I960, 
gruffly reading his poem "The Gift Out- 
right" to the same millions who saw 
Kennedy proclaim the New Frontier. 


IN 1965 WITH ambitious plans for res- 


toration, Now Hampshire purchased 
Frost's home. After spending nearly 
$20,000 for renovation during the past 
decade, the stato says it's too expensive 
lo restore the Frost homestead properly. 


The site is "not viable as a park," Re- 


sources Commissioner George Oilman 
said. The state wants to turn the house 
over to the private Frost Foundation. 


"The fitato would not be disposed to 


give this property high priority this year, 
next year or anytime in the future," Gil- 
man recently told the legislature. 


The state decision comes one year af- 


ter New Hampshire Gov. Hfeldrim Thom- 
son and scores of state and federal offi- 
cial1) gathered to honor the poet on his 
100th birthday at Pinkcton Academy 
where Frost taught English in the early 
1900s. 


SCHOOL BANDS PLAYED, American 


flags lined the main street, a postage 
stamp was issued bearing a sketch of the 
poet's chiseled face, and the poet's 
daughter recalled her childhood here. 
Within Ixnirs the legislature okayed 
funds for continued restoration of Frost's 
home. 


The poet's 101st birthday passed with- 


out ceremony this month. 


"We're busy with the problems of to- 


day," town manager Frank Carclton 
said. "After all, Frost is more of a na- 
tional celebrity than a town celebrity. Ho 
was not one of our outstanding citizens 
when he lived here."

per acre for industrial and farm lands. The determination of 
full value of n rectangular lot is obtained by multiplying the 
unit front foot value of the lot by the number of feet 
frontage, modified by the shape, depth, corner or other 
influences which affect any individual lot or tract of land. 
BUILDING VALUATIONS 


Similar development of sound data and procedures were 


used in valuing buildings under the conditions as of January 
1. 1!>74. Simplification of the rules and careful revision and 
application nf unit building costs based on sound data, 
which included determination of reproduction cost (new) of 
different types of buildings with allowance for ace, condi- 
tion and obsolescence produced equitable and uniform as- 
sessment nf buildings of all classes. Some building values arc 
partial assessments based on occupancy for a fraction of the 
>cnr. They will be fully assessed for following years. 
PROPERTY VALUKS 


The figure* listed herein for tho land and improvements 


nrr> tho assessed full values nf such property as of January 1, 
1974. as determined by the assessor of Cook County (re- 
duced to the appropriate assessment level required by the 
Cook County Board ordinance). 


It is the duty of the assessor to astcss all taxable proper- 


ty on a uniform basis of valuation so that the assessed full 
values of the various properties are a just and equal assess- 
ment of such properties according to law. The assessment 
roll recording the values of property determines only the 
distribution of the total tax load among the individual 
property owners. The assessor of Cook County has no 
control over the amount of taxes levied, nor the public 
expenditures. The amount of these assessed values docs not 
determine the amount of tax bill. The established tax rate 
does that. The assessor does not make the rate. He merely 
finds the value of the property. 
PERMANENT REAL ESTATE INDEX NUMBER 


The permanent real estate index number system was 


designed for tho purpose of simplifying the very complex 
a«cssing, tax collecting and tax distribution problems in 
Cook County, Illinois. In this system areas and sub-areas 
are established. Generally, areas substitute for townships 
and sub-areas represent sections. These sub-areas are di- 
vided into blocks, as follows: 


Block". 100 to 199 are located in N.\V. quarter 
Blocks 200 to 299 are located in N.E. 
quarter 


Blocks 300 to 399 are located in S.W. quarter 
Blocks 400 to 499 are located in S.E. quarter

Before dawn Thursday the boy, clnd 


only in pajamas, \cntured outside uhllc 
his brother slept. Hours later the boy 
u tii dead of exposure. 


He was one of fi\c persons reported 


dc.itl at .irca hospitals In the wake of the 
raging snowstorm. At least four of the 
deaths were related to the blizzard, hos- 
pital spokesmen said. 


ALSO DEAD arc Richard Young, CD, of 


Mount Prospect; Harold C. Braun, 55, of 
nosollc; Carroll Haskcw, 64, of Chicago, 
who died at his daughter's Schaumburg 
home, and Anthony W. Dabrowskl, 61, of 
Chicago, who was found in a snowbank 
outside a plant in Nllcs. 


Wheeling police said the Todavchick 


boy was found by a neighbor at 4:30 a.m. 
in deep snow in the boy's front yard at 
3Gt E. Highland Avc. Police and para- 
medics rushed the boy to Holy Family 
Hospital, DCS Plalncs, where he was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at 5:15 a.m. 


Police Lt. Thomas Contc said It was 


not known whether the boy was dead 
when found or if he died en route to the 
hospital. Hospital officials said the cause 
of death was exposure, but n County 
Coroner's inquest has been scheduled, 
police said. 


Nicholas apparently went outside while 


three other children slept, police said. 
The boy's parents were not at home at 
Uie time, they said. 


THE NEIGHBOR, Calvin J. Mara, 383 


Highland Avc., found the boy by follow- 
ing his footprints in the snow after Nich- 
olas' 11-year-old brother and two friends 


called Mara for help, Mara took the boy 
inside stripped him of his wet pajamas 
and wrapped him in a blanket, police 
said. 


Conte said the dead boy's brother

The drive cast along Intcrstatc-90, usu- 


ally a 23-inmute hop from Arlington 
Heights to Elmhurst, was a nine-hour 
nightmare Wednesday night. 


Hundreds of cars were stranded along 


the 12-mile stretch of road. Jack-knifed 
trucks, abandoned vehicles and barri- 


cade-like snowdrifts brought traffic be- 
tween the Lake Street exit south of 
Schaumburg and III. Rtc. 83 near Elm- 
hurst to a standstill by 10 p.m. 


Signs of a trouble-filled trip appeared 


early in the commuter-rush home. By 5 
p.m., 1-90 near the Woodflcld Shopping 
Center was on unplowcd rut that guided 
the southbound flow of bumpcr-to-bump- 
er traffic. 


Escape from the snow-swept 1-90 be- 


came impossible. Southbound exit ramps 
which ore graded into an uphill climb, 
\vcre in worse condition than the high- 
way as motorists spun into the steep side 


embankments wliile seeking refuge on 
side roads. 


THE GIANT curve that swings 1-80 


from south to eustbound was nearly cut 
off at 7 p.m. by cars and trucks which 
slid out of control on its Icy surface. 


Eastbound 1-90 was a standstill as the 


dinner-hour passed. The only way to 
move was to plow along the shoulders of 
the road, which turned 1-90 from a nor- 
mal two-lane expressway into a four-lane 
parking lot.

Police and para- 
medics rushed the boy to Holy Family 
Hospital, Des Plaincs, where he was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at 5: IS a.m. 


Police l.t. Thomas Contc said it was

Hospital officials said the cause 
of tieatli was exposure, but a County 
Coroner's inquest has been scheduled, 
police said. 


Nicholas apparently went outside while 


three other children slept, police said.

Trip on 1-90: a 9-hour nightmare

The drive cast along Interstate-90, usu- 


ally a 25-minulc Imp from Arlington 
Heights to Elmhurst, was a nine-liour 
nightmare Wednesday night. 


Hundreds of cars were stranded along 


the 12-mile stretch of road. Jack-knifed 
trucks, abandoned vehicles and barri- 


cade-like snowdrifts brought traffic be- 
tween the Lake Street exit south of 
Schaumburg and HI. Rtc. 03 near Elm- 
hurst to a standstill by 10 p.m. 


Signs of a trouble-filled trip appeared 


early in the commuter-rush home. By 5 
p.m., 1-00 near the Woodficld Shopping 
Center was an unplowed rut that guided 
the southbound flow of bumpcr-to-bump- 
cr traffic. 


Escape from the snow-swept 1-90 be- 


came impossible. Southbound exit ramps 
which are graded into an uphill climb, 
were in worse condition than the high- 
way as motorists spun into the steep side 


embankments while seeking refuge on 
side roads. 


THE GIANT curve that swings 1-90 


from south to eastbound was nearly cut 
off at 7 p.m. by cars and trucks which 
slid out of control on its icy surface. 


Eastbound 1-90 was a standstill as the 


dinner-hour passed. Tho only way to 
move was to plow along the sliauldcrs of 
the road, which turned 1-90 from a nor- 
mal two-lane expressway into a four-lane 
parking lot.

Nicholas Todavchlck. 3V-r, of Wheeling, 


found deep In snow outside his house, 
was one of the Wednesday storm's most 
tragic victims. 


Before dawn Thursday the boy, clad 


only In pajamas, ventured outside while 
his brother slept. Hours later the boy 
was dead of exposure. 


He was one of five persons reported 


(lend at area hospitals in the wake of the 
raging snowstorm. At least four of the 
deaths were related to the blizzard, hos- 
pital spokesmen said. 


AI,SO DEAD arc Richard Young, 69, of 


Mount Prospect; Harold C. Braun, 55, of 
Rosellc; Carroll Haskcw, 6-1, of Chicago, 
who died at his daughter's Schaumburg 
home, and Anthony W. Dabrowski, 01, of 
Chicago, who was found in a snowbank 
outside a plant in Nilcs. 


Wheeling police said the Todavchick 


boy was found by a neighbor at 4:30 a.m. 
In deep snow in the boy's front yard at 
.101 E. Highland Avc. Police and para- 
medics rushed the boy to Holy Family 
Hospital, DCS Plaines, where he was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at 5:15 a.m. 


Police Lt. Thomas Conte said it was 


not known whether the boy was dead 
when found or if he died en route to the 
hospital. Hospital officials said the cause 
of death was exposure, but a County 
Coroner's inquest has been scheduled, 
police said. 


Nicholas apparently went outside while 


three other children slept, police said. 
The boy's parents were not at home at 
the time, they said. 


THE NEIGHBOR, Calvin J. Mara, 303, 


Highland Avc., found the boy by follow- 
ing his footprints in the snow after Nich- 
olas' 11-year-old brother and two friends 


called Mara for help. Mara took the boy 
inside stripped him of his wet pajamas' 
and wrapped him in a blanket, police 
said. 


Conte said the dead boy's brother 


checked on Nicholas at 1:30 a.m. and the 
boy was asleep in his bed. The brother 
and friends found the boy missing when 
they awoke at 4:20 a.m., looking for 
blankets, police said. It is not known how 
long the dead boy was outside in the 
snow. 


Police said the boy's father, Wasil B. 


Todavchick, had left the house at 0:30 


p.m. Wednesday lo work on a snow re- 
moval crew at O'Hare Airport. The boy's 
mother was in Florida with her daughter 
to meet the Wheeling High School base- 
ball team, police said. 


Conte said a pair of snowmobile boots 


belonging to one of the boys staying at 
the Todavchick home were found outside 
in the snow. He said the boots were in- 
doors when the older boys went to bed. 


THE BOY'S BROTHER theorized that 


Nicholas went outside after seeing snow- 
plows pass the house and wasn't able to

Hundreds scramble to dig out cars; 
creivs ivork to reopen clogged roads

The morning after for hundreds of 


Northwest suburbanites boiled down to a 
mad scramble to find cars and pull them 
out from under the effects of the worst 
snowstorm here since 1907. 


Abandoned cars — stranded

way entrances — were the storm's hang- 
over Thursday for police and snow re- 
moval crews. 


An estimated so to fio cars rcmninod 


stalled on the O'llarc Airport entrance 
ramp from the Northwest and Tri-State 
tollways as late as 10 p m. Thursday. 


Most of the work that remained after 


prvlimln.iry cleanup efforts late Wednes- 
day Involved finding vehicle owners and 
matching them to their cars. 


Many motorists Wednesday ditched 


their cars or were forced off the road by 
the snow, high winds, poor visibility and 
icy conditions. They walked for help or 
hiked to their homes — those who were 
nblc to make It. Even a DCS Plaines po- 
lice squad car was rendered Immobile in 
front of the station. 


DIGGING OUT took an Ironic twist 


Thursday morning. While tow trucks un- 
raveled some 73 cars stuck on Meacham 
Road north of Ncrgc Road in Elk Grove 
Village and Schaumburg, and county 
snowplows burrowed a path to open the 
road, snowmobllers made fresh tracks in 
tho now snow. They, at least, got some 
consolation out of the surprise precipi- 
tation. 


Fur the mast part, though, there was 


nothing even mildly amusing in the after- 
math. The 1-90 extension from the Eisen- 
hower Expressway west to III. Rtc. 53 
was a virtual parking lot Wednesday 
night and work crews toiled all day 
Thursday to clear the highway of the 
abandoned cars.

Trip on 1-90: a 9-hour nightmare

At 2 a.m. Thursday he gave up the drive 
and abandoned his car, returning later in 
the day to retrieve it.

The drive cast along Intcrstate-90, usu- 


ally a 23-minute imp from Arlington 
Heights to Elmhurst, was a nine-hour 
nightmare Wednesday night. 


Hundreds of cars were stranded along 


the 12-mllc stretch of road. Jack-knifed 
trucks, abandoned vehicles and barri- 


cade-like snowdrifts brought traffic be- 
tween the Lake Street exit south of 
Schaumburg and III. Rtc. 83 near Elm- 
hurst to a standstill by 10 p.m. 


Signs of a trouble-filled trip appeared 


oarly in the commuter-rush home. By 5 
p.m., 1-90 near the Woodfield Shopping 
Center was an unplowed rut that guided 
the southbound flow of bumper-to-bump- 
cr traffic. 


Escape from the snow-swept 1-90 be- 


came impossible. Southbound exit ramps 
which arc graded into an uphill climb, 
were in worse condition than the high- 
way as motorists spun into the steep side 


embankments wliile seeking refuge on 
side roads. 


THE GIANT curve that swings 1-90 


from south to castbound was nearly cut 
off at 7 p.m. by cars and trucks which 
slid out of control on its icy surface. 


Eastbound 1-90 was a standstill as the 


dinner-hour passed. The only way to 
move was to plow along the shoulders of 
tiie road, which turned 1-90 from a nor- 
mal two-lane expressway into a four-lane 
parking lot. 


Few drivers helped stranded motorists. 


The thought was to save gas, turn off car

The longest day' for thousands at O'Hare 


by KURT BAER 


Tho world's busiest airport opened a 


single runway late Thursday, sending 
hundreds of tired travelers on their way 
and allowing thousands more to begin 
planning their trips out of snowbound 
Chicago. 


Many of the stranded passengers spent 


more than 24 hours waiting in O'Harc 
terminals as runways were painstakingly 
cleared of Wednesday night's 10-inch 
snow. 


Some found a night's shelter In O'Hare- 


area hotels that were packed to over- 
flowing. Others were shuffled aboard 
snowbound jumbojots where there was 
little else to do but settle back and enjoy 
dinner. 


Tho heavy, wet snow and whipping 


winds forced officials to close O'Hnro at 
4:30 p.m. Wednesday. It was more than 
a day later before a single runway was 
open. 


IN TUB TERMINAL, passengers like

Willis 
was asked to report his findings in two 
weeks to the committee that includes 
trustees Edward Kenna and George 
Specs. 


MHS. VANDEKWEEL estimated the 


cost of buying two 14-passengcr buses at 
about $16,000. Besides drivers, a dis- 


patcher and probably a mechanic would 
be needed, she said. 


Willis said some rearranging would be

The village manager is to provide the

itions and go to town with it," she said,

Representatives of set en Northwest

The council was organized two years 


ago by the Arlington Heights Environ- 
mental Control Commission, but lias met 
only Informally for quarterly discussions 
of environmental problems such as ener- 
gy, solid waste and land use. ECC Chair- 
man Jean llanlon urged a more formal 
council because, "If we arc to have a 
stronger voice, we must have a council 
with a formal framework." 


"There's only so much a small number 


of people can do on local committees," 
Mrs. llanlon said. She said it Ls nearly 
Impossible for small local groups to keep 
abreast of current environmental legisla- 
tion, findings and problems. 


THE COUNCIL will be open to environ- 


mental representatives from the 15 mem- 
ber communities in tho Northwest Mu- 
nicipal Conference. The group plans to 
meet bimonthly to pool knowledge on en- 
vironmental problems, but any action it 
takes will not bo binding on local envi- 
ronmental commissions. 


Mrs. llanlon said a group representing

strength than the Individual communities 


in conveying its opinions on federal and 
state environmental proposals. "They'll 
only recognize us if we're worth recog- 
nizing," she said.

west Municipal Conference. "We would 
talk with more authority under those 
conditions," ho said.

Hundreds of cars were stranded along 


the 12-mile stretch of road. Jack-knifed 
trucks, abandoned vehicles and barri- 


cade-like snowdrifts brought traffic be- 
tween the Lake Street exit south of 
Schaumburg and III. Rtc. 83 near Elm- 
hurst to a standstill by 10 p.m. 


Signs of a trouble-filled trip appeared 


early In the commuter-rush home. By 5 
p.m., 1-90 near the Woodfleld Shopping 
Center was an unplowcd rut that guided 
the southbound flow of bumpcr-to-bump- 
cr traffic. 


Escape from the snow-swept 1-90 be- 


came impossible. Southbound exit ramps 
which arc graded into an uphill climb, 
were in worse condition than the high- 
way as motorists spun into the steep side 


embankments while seeking refuge on 
side roads. 


THE GIANT curve that swings 1-90 


from south to oastbound was nearly cut 
off at 7 p.m. by cars and trucks which 
slid out of control on its icy surface. 


Eastbound 1-90 was a standstill as the 


dinner-hour passed. The only way to 
move was to plow along the shoulders of 
the road, which turned 1-90 from a nor- 
mal two-lane expressway into a four-lane 
parking lot. 


Few drivers helped stranded motorists.

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The longest day' for thousands at O'Hare

The world's busiest airport opened a 


single runway late Thursday, sending 
hundreds of tired travelers on their way 
and allowing thousands more to begin 
planning their trips out of snowbound 
Chicago. 


Many of the stranded passengers spent 


more than 24 hours waiting in O'Hurc 
terminals as mnways were painstakingly 
cleared of Wednesday night's 10-inch 
snow. 


Some found a night's shelter In O'Hare- 


arca hotels that ucrc packed to over- 
flowing. Others were shuffled aboard 
snowbound jumbojcts where there was 
little else to do but settle back and enjoy 
dinner. 


The heavy, wet snow and whipping 


winds forced officials to close O'Hare at 
4:30 p.m. Wednesday. It was more than 
a day later before a single runway was 
open. 


IN THE TERMINAL, passengers like 


Tom llollis, a 21-year-old Navy seaman 
trying to get home from boot camp at 
Great Lakes, watched the clock and at-

Serious crime in the Northwest sub- 


urbs rose sharply In 1974. exceeding na- 
tionwide suburban crime rate increases 
reported this week by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation. 


A comparison of police statistics shows 


that Schaumhurg and Wheeling — with 
major-crime Increases of 34 and 33 per 
cent, respectively — led the Northwest 
suburbs In crime rises. According to the 
FBI report, suburbs across the nation ex- 
perienced a 20 per cent rise in crime dur- 
ing 1974. 


Klk Grove Village. Palatine. Buffalo 


Grove and Hoffman Estates also experi- 
enced crime increases higher than the 20 
per cent national figure for the suburbs 
reported by the FBI. 


Those reporting increases of less than 


20 per cent were Arlington Heights. DCS 
I'lalnes. Mount Prospect and 
Hulling 


Meadows. 


Total crime rise in the 10 Northwest 


suburbs compared with 1973 was 27.9 per 
cent. 


The totals reflect a nationwide pattern 


of major crimes — murder, rape, rob- 
bery, aggravated assault, burglary, lar- 
ceny and auto theft — migrating from 
the Inner city to the suburbs. 


WIIILK REPORTS of murder, rape

ditions, including the high cost of living 
and the decrease In the number of raises 
given, arc motivations for more people to 
commit crimes. 


THE FIGURES for suburban munici- 


palities nationwide show a large increase 
in all seven categories used to compile 
the statistics. Murder and rape each was 
up 12 per cent; robbery, 22 per cent; ag- 
gravated assault, 13 per cent; burglary, 
'20 per cent; larceny, 22 per cent; and 
auto theft, 10 per cent. 


Local statistics show murder, rape and 


robbery to be very low or nonexistent in 
.some communities while burglaries and 
thefts rose sharply over-all. 


Statistics released this week showed 


serious crime in the United States in- 
creased 17 per cent in 1974, possibly an 
all-time high yearly increase. 


Chicago recorded an 11.8 per cent in- 


crease in 1974 over 1973 whilfi Rockford's 
rate shop up nearly 22 per cent. Peoria, 
the state's third-largest city, had an in- 
crease in serious crime of 5.7 per cent. 


The FBI Is expected to release a report 


in July or August giving a more com- 
plete statistical breakdown of all munici- 
palities reporting.
